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the sensor is for measuring a minute respiratory volume. Claim 1 which 
claim 2 refers to states that "the apnea detecting means" is means "capable 
of detecting the apnea sate of the sleeping patient on the basis of" 
"the parameters about respiratory including at least two parameters of 
the number of apneas per unit time and the period of time during which 
the apnea continues". However, the constitution that a sensor for 
measuring the minute respiratory volume is means for detecting the apnea 
state of the sleeping patient on the basis of the parameters concerning 
the number of apneas and the periods of time during which the apneas 
continue is unclear. Similarly, the constitutions of the pacemaker 
systems of claims 15, 17mentioning"anMV sensor serving as apnea detecting 
means" are also unclear. 

There is a statement in claim 3 that ". . .has a function. (SAS function ) 
of automatically changing the pacing rate to an SAS treating pacing rate 
preset for each patient when a reference value at which the making mode 
IS changed to an SAS treating pacing mode is ascertained, thereby to 
change the pacing mode to the SAS treating pacing mode". However, the 
meaning of "ascertaining the reference value" and the meaning of "capable 
of changing ... to the SAS treating pacing mode" after "automatically 
changing ... to the SAS treating rate" are unclear . 

There is a statement in claim 4 that "the SAS function has a function 
of automatically setting the SAS pacing and can select a mode to set 
up ON and OFF". Claim 4 refers to claim 1, 2, or 3. "The SAS function" 
is defined first m claim 3 , and therefore the constitution of the pacemaker 
system of claim 4 referring to claims 1, 2 is unclear. Similarly, the 
constitution of the pacemaker system of claim 5 referring to claims 1, 
2 and the constitution of the pacemaker system of claim 9 referring to 
claims 1, 2 are also unclear. 

Claim 6 refers to claim 5. The constitution of claim 6 that "the 
pacing rate is decreased sequentially immediately after the result of 
measurement of the detection parameter by the apnea detecting means 
decreases below the detection parameter value of the reference value 
at which the pacing rate is changed to the SAS treating pacing rate" 
conflicts with the constitution of claim 5 that "when the ON mode of 
the function of automatically setting the SAS pacing time of the SAS 
function is selected, the pacing rate is automatically changed to the 
SAS pacing rate preset for each patient and is used during the time 
automatically preset by the SAS function, thereby to conduct an SAS 
pacing. . . ". The constitution of claim 7 also conflicts with that of claim 
5 . 

Claim 8 states that "the predetermined period of time . . .". However 
what "the predetermined period of time means is unclear. 

Further, the constitutions of the claims referring to the claims the 
constitutions of which are unclear or conflictive are unclear and 
conflictive. 
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
